Egyptian vessels 
navigate Canal 


CARO (OPI), — Four Egyptian 
ships yesterday completed a transit 
of the Suez Canal from north to 
south, the first vessels to negotiate 
the waterway since the Six Day War 
in 1967." 

Suez City officials said the pas- 
senger ships Syria, Misr and el 
Sudan, and the freighter Aswan 
Star, entered the harbour at the 
southern end of the Canal at 1 pm. 
They docked there to pick up Egypt- 
ian pilgrims bound for Saudi Arabia. 

Except for thelr crews, totalling 
519 men, the ships were empty, the 
officials said, They had been towed 
by tugs all the way from Port Said, 
at the northern tip of the Canal, to 
avoid possible hazards, as clearance 
of sunken wrecks is still under way, 
they said. 

The passage took five days to 
complete but only 16 hours of actu) 
navigation. The ships had to stop 
first at Ismailia and later in Lake 
‘Timsah to await the removal of ob- 
structions, the officials sald.

PLO prominence 


BRUSSELS (UPI). — The 15 Nato 
countries yesterday -discussed the 
growing tension in the Middle East. 
A. meeting of Nato’s Ambassadorial 
Council heard reports from U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton and from senior officials 
from West Germany, Britain, the 
Netherlands, Belgium and Italy. 

A Nato source said the meeting 
took no decisions, but expressed the 
concern and gloom within the al- 
liance over the new prominence of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion and an apparent tilt towards 
the Arabs at the U.N. 

Worry also, was expressed over 
the consequences of a possible Syrian 
refusal to renew the mandate of 
the U.N. force on the Golan Heights. 
The source said that Nato nations 
generally consider the force “Indis- 
pensable.”” 


Unesco votes to deny aid to Israel; 
U.S. and Mart Nine oppose move

PARIS. — The UN Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion (Unesco) last night condemn- 
ed Israel on charges of disfiguring 
the city of Jerusalem and voted 
to withhold aid. 

A, resolution condemning Israel, 
which was sponsored by the Arab 
and Communist blocs, enlisted the 
votes of 64 countries. The 27 coun- 
tries who voted against included 
France, Britain and all the other 
Common Market countries as well 
as the US. and Canada, Another 
27 countries abstained. 

‘The material effects of the vote 
will be Hmited to depriving Israel 
of $24,000 in cash aid for educa- 
tion, culture and science over the 
next two years. 


But the political consequences 
could be wide-ranging. Observers 
here regard last night's vote as the 
first of a series of concerted moves 
to undermine Israel's role in all 
UN agencies. 

The resolution called for sanctions 
against Israel “for persistently al- 
tering the historical features of 
the city of Jerusalem and under- 
taking ‘excavations which constitute 
ἃ danger to its monuments.” 

The resolution also urged Unes- 
co's director-general “to withhold 
assistance to Israel in the fieldis of 
education, science and culture until 
its compliance with Unesco’s reso- 
futions and decisions.” 

After the vote, which was taken 
by roll call, the organization's new 
director-general, Mr. Amadou Mah- 
tar M'bow, from Senegal, told the 
general conference that the deci- 
sions: “will be faithfully applied.”

Repayment of the loan will be 
made over 20 years, with an interest 
not exceeding 3 per cent.

10,000 attend funeral 


of 4 Beisan victims

BEISAN. — Streets were deserted 
here yesterday afternoon as close 
to 10,000 persons, residents of this 
tragedy-stricken town, the Jordan 
and Beisan Valleys and beyond, at- 
tended the State funeral of the four 
persons killed on Tuesday by ter- 

rorists. 

An army Jorry, covered with the 
Israel flag, brought the coffins of 
Yehuda Bivas, 52, and his wife, 
Zohara, 50, Mazal ἘΠῚ, 40, and 
Jean Pierre Alimi, 42, to the hill- 
side cemetery. Twenty-four para- 
troopers carried the coffins into 
the cemetery, and the army 
chaplains began the ceremony. 

Police reinforcements, including 
cadets from the Shfaram Police 
Academy, were at the scene, but 


proved unnecessary as the mourners 


and others behaved calmly, with 
none of the hysteria displayed after 
the 
the terrorists were set afire. 

A large first aid force also was 
on hand, and attended to the few 
who collapsed during the burial 
service, mostly relatives of the 
victims. 

Chief Rabbis Shlomo Goren and 
Ovadia Yosef read Psalms, and in 
their eulogies they spoke out sharp- 
ly against the desecration of bodies, 
even those of enemies. They noted 
that all men are created in God's 
image and Judaism thus forbids 
defilement of their bodies. 

The Government was represented 
by Information Minister Aharon 
Yariv, who said that everyone could 
understand the grief of Beisan, 8 
town which was exposed to many 
dangers during the War of Attri- 
tion. The residents of the town al- 
ready know the fear of living in an 
Arab land, he said. 

“Let neither the murderers nor 
those who condone or defend their 
crimes misinterpret the UN reso- 
tutions and our own grief,” Minister 
Yariv declared. “Israel wants peace 
and recoils from such foul deeds. 
But our resolve is strong to uproot 
this terror everywhere and with all 
the means at the disposal of our 
Defence Forces.” 

Present at the ceremony were 
Aluf Rafael Eytan, O.C. Northern 
Command, Knesset members Arieh 
Eliav and Uzi Bar-Am and delega- 
tions from the entire country. 

‘Local Council chairman Yitzhak 
Keinan spoke for the community, 
saying that “we are used to terror- 
ist attacks and we shall not fail 
in this new trial.” He said that the 
four died “one on the way to his 
morning prayers, another coming 
to help neighbours who were being 
attacked, and the others on thelr 
way to work.” 

‘Members of the bereaved families 
recited Kaddish.

First jumbo crash kills 59 


in Nairobi, 98 survive 


NAIROBI. — Fifty-nine persons 
died, but another 98 eacaped alive 
yesterday after the world’s first- 
gver crash of a jumbo fet airliner. 
: An eyewitness, British engineer 
‘Terry Partridge, said “Everything 
Just fell in, the walls, the roof and 
the floor. 


i A Stewardess pulled me out of 
y seat and shoved me down an 
eseape shute. Those girls were mag- 
mificent. { sat on the ground stun- 
joed for a few minutes. Then the 
whole plane went up in flames.” 
The giant Boeing 747 of Luft- 
hansa, the West German airline — 
which can hold 350 persons — 
crashed and ‘burst into flames at 
Embakasi Airport here soon after 
takeoff for Johannesburg with 140 
passengers and 17 crew. 


Twenty-two of those who escaped 
were hospitalized, some with se- 
rioug injuries. The remainder came 
through with cuts and bruises and 
did not require medical aid. 

Many survivors said the fact that 
Captain Christian Krack, 54, brought 
the craft down in emergency land- 
ing fashion, leaving 2 200-metre 
swath of debris, kept the midsec- 


tion of the fuselage together and 
saved their lives. 

Krack lived through the disaster 
and was quoted afterwards as tell- 
ing investigators "I was taking off 
normally... The plane broke up and 
was suddenly going down. I don’t 
know what happened.” 

John Bing, a South African travel 
agent riding above the left wing, 
said Krack “brought the plane down 
in a remarkable way which was res- 
ponsible for the saving of many 
lives.” 

‘Lufthansa headquarters in Frank- 
furt sald the plane fell from 30 to 
40 metres — "it appeared to be a 
normal takeoff. We don't know 
what happened then... 

“There ig no suspicion of sabotage. 
At the moment, we only have my- 
steries.” a Lufthansa spokesman 
said.

The communique said both coun- 
tries agreed “to attach great im- 
portance to enhancing cooperation 
among (oll) consuming countries... 
further international cooperative ef- 
forts are necessary to forestall an 
economic and financial crisis.” 

For Japan, 99 per cent depen- 
dent on imported oll and, in the 
past seemingly ready to pursue 8 
go-it-alone policy in dealing with 
the Arabs, the agreement appeared 
to represent a concession. 

The communique said Japan and 
the U'S. “remain committed to their 
international pledges to avoid ac- 
tions which adversely affect the 
economies of other nations.”

NICOSIA, — Acting President Glaf- 
cos Clerides warned yesterday that 
rival Greek Cypriot armed groups 
were bracing for action in view of 
the imminent return to the Island 
of Archbishop Makarios. 

Clerides gave his warning a few 
hours before his departure for Lon- 
don to brief the Archbishop on the 
situation in Cyprus.

Americans 
in Israel 


MY FIRST VISIT to israel (and 
the last, before coming to settle 
almost ten years later) was in 1959. 
I was 21, idealistic, and negative 
about America and about being an 
American. I was going through a 
period of finding my Zionist-Jewish 
identity and rejecting my American 
identity. So one of the things that 
most struck me during that ten- 
week visit was the extent to which 
I was identified by Israelis as an 
American, and how little it mat- 
tered that I was a Jew. 1 wrote at 
the time, in letters to friends, that 
the negative attitude to ali things 
American then being expressed by 
Israelis was beginning to turn me 
into a patriot. Most of the Israelis 
with whom I came into contact had 
a rather one-sided view of the “ugly 
American,” and I found myself 
busily defending the American 
dream for no other reason than for 
the sake of a more complete view 
of things. 

Times have changed somewhat, 
and the turning-point was the Six 
Day War. For one thing, growing 
consumerism in Israel has created a 
rather healthy respect, perhaps even 
envy, for America material wealth. 
For another, America has, since the 
war, become not only our staunchest, 
but virtually our only ally. More- 
over, during the last two wars and 
in the years between them, U.S. 
Jewry has risen to its obligations

Despite public disavowals, certaln 
Palestinian factions have extended 
operational assistance to ORLS In 
the past, and many Palestinian ex- 
tremists privately approve of the 
violence. Shebbo himself is believed 
to be hiding in a Palestinian ter- 
rorist “safe house” in Beirut. 

A rocket attack on the American 
embassy here 18 months ago was 
blamed on the ORLS by Lebanon's 
public prosecutor, but American of- 
ficlals believe the attack was ac- 
tually ordered by extremist Pales- 
tinians. The same Palestinians con- 
+ tacted ORLS for ἃ planned assassil- 
Ἴ nation bid against American diplo- 
mat Joseph Sisco, who visited Beirut 
as part of the Kissinger peace mis- 
Ἴ sion. When Kissinger himself came,

There is, however, a fifth element 
to this reorientation of attitudes 
towards Americans, one that seems 
to me potentially more important 
than all the others, and one that, 
for a new American Immigrant in- 
volved in political and social reforms, 
hag made life considerably easier. 
The fifth element is a growing 
discontent among Israelis, particular- 
ly among young sabras, with aspects 
of Israeli society which they find 
restricting and which they believe 
— correctly, I think — are leas cha- 
racteristic of at least Mberal Ameri- 
ea today: negative attitudes to ec- 
centricity or variations on the norm, 
intolerance of criticiam, political 
apathy, a not very dynamic or ex- 
perimental cultural life, and more 
of the same. 

Those Americans who have recently 
immigrated to Israel are often sur- 
prised by the extent to which young 
Israelis look across the ocean for 
a model—surprised, and often dis- 
appointed as well. We, after all, 
have left the United States, and we 
have left because of dissatisfaction, 
often because of disillusionment. 
Only the allenated leave perma- 
nently. We often find ourselves, 
therefore, trying urgently to con- 
vince sabras that America is not 
all they think it is, begging them 
not to take what we have left be- 
hind as their model for the future. 

Nevertheless, not everything we 
have left behind 15 bad, and there 
33 much worth trying to imitate. 
‘America is a highly pluralist society, 
it has a genuinely and vigorously 
free preas; it has a fine history of 
social and political rebellions; and 
it Is a country in which protection 
of individual rights is guaranteed 
by one of the finest constitutions 
ever written. As immigrants from 
America, these institutions are part 
of us, both as habits of thought 
and behavior, and as values. They 
are, in a sense, the American heri- 
tage, or what is best of the Amer- 
ican heritage, and they are what 
we have to contribute to the develop- 
Ment of Israeli society. And It is 
this, I think, that some young Is- 
raeHs find so compelling. ᾿ 

Ig so, a natural alliance is pos- 
sible between the young sabra Israelis 
and the new immigrant Israelis from 
the U.S. for the purpose of social 
and political reform. But if this is 
to come into being, then we Amer- 
ican immigrants will have to get 
out from under the last remains of 
defensiveness about being American. 
If indeed we have a contribution to 
make, than we ought to do it pur-

The ORLS was first heard of in 
1971 with a series of bank robberies 
to obtain funds. As political ges- 
tures, bombs were planted by ORLS 
in the Middle East Centre for Arab 
Studies at Shemlan — a British 
Foreign Office school for teaching 
Arabic to diplomats which figures 
in Arab political mythology as a 
British “spy school” — and in a 
local cinema showing an inane film 
about Che Guevara which was de- 
nounced 85 “exploitation” of the 
leftist martyr. 

The ORLS hit the worki press 
briefly during the October war last 
Year with the spectacular takeover 
ef the Bank of America in central 
Beirut. Four gunmen held more 
than 30 people for two days before 
Lebanese police commandos storm- 
ed in with grenades, tear gas, and 
dogs. The ORLS ignored the bank's 
open coffers, but shot dead an 
American, John Maxwell, an execu- 
ἔνθ of McDonnell-Douglas Aircraft. 
who was trapped in the bank. 

Two members of the ORLS com- 
mando survived to be convicted and 
Sentenced to death and life im- 
prisonment respectively. They are 
appealing for a retrial as political 
offenders, not common criminals. In 
the interval they managed to stir 
up a prison mutiny, and posters de- 

i the release of the “mis- 
understood” palr reappear as fast 
88 Lebanese street-cleaners can 
tear them down. 

The next major operation was 
directed at U.S. cultural inatitu- 
tions, which ORLS claims “cover 
other activittes and spread American 
influence.” A bomb exploded at the 
American ‘University of SBeiru’ 
where many Palestinian 
leftists were educated by Presby- 
terian professors decades ago and 
which was recently racked with 
student unrest. The ORLS also 
bombed a U.S. Information Service 
regional printing plant, where it 
claimed secret documents were 
Stored disclosing detalls of the 
AIUB's relations with Washington. 
The USIS library was badly dam- 
aged by another bomb: it has had 
to be redesigned to improve secu- 
Yity.

not apologize for the fact that our 
ideas and ideals are American — 
the heritage of Thomas Jefferson 
and Tom Paine are nothing to be 
ashamed of. Besides, they are not 
really very different from the herit- 
age of the Second Aliya. Ultimately, 
all reformers and Utopian dreamers 
bring much the same message. 
My own experience has been that 
if, at times, my espousing the fe- 
minist cause, or civil rights, or 
calling for an end to censorship in 
American tones has brought forth 
negative reactions, it ig also the 
case that the harshest of them come 
from veteran Israelis originating 
from other @nglish-speaking coun- 
tries. Those who wish to waive 
aside what we have to say by cry- 
ing “American import" (as If elther 
one or the other of the words, and 
certainly both in combination, are 
automatically damning) are not the 
avant-garde; they are certainly not 
the young. There is a large and im- 
portant minority of the young and- 
or educated Israelis who want to 
bear what we have to say. The ten- 
dency among university students to 
seek out and befriend their Amer- 
ican teachers is one small example 
of this. 
The desire for change is the meet- 
ing ground of the home-grown sab- 
ra critic and the new immigrant 
critic. What sort of changes do we 
seek? Those that would lead to- 
wards a more democratic political 
life, towards a More ΟἹ end 
imaginative educational system, to- 
wards 2 more open society in which 
individual differences in values, life 
styles, or ideas are tolerated and 
even encouraged, towards a more 
equitable distribution of resources 
and power, towards equality between 
sexes and between ethnic groups, to- 
wards a greater acceptance and in- 
tegration of minority groups. The 
individuals calling for such change 
ought not to be feared or held sus- 
pect. Every dynamic, progressive, 
evolving society must have its share 
of them. 
Israel is certainly in some kind of 
transition period, which is the rea- 
gon why things have not been going 
very smoothly of late. I am inclined 
to think, perhaps only because I 
want to, that we are entering into a 
new pioneering period, in which 
the emphasis will be on building a 
genuinely democratic society, a task 
that was ieft uncompleted by the 
early pioneers, who had, understand- 
ably enough, to concentrate on the 
physical side of state-building. If I 
am right, then American settlers 
will have a central role to play. My 
hope is that we will play that role 
actively, and without apologies.
